WASHINGTON (AP) - It still 
is a bad dream that couldn’t 
happen in real life. But it did on

John B. Connally of Texas, 
the President walk ed across the 
street, spok e briefly. 
In a high good humor he ex-

that Mrs. Kennedy wasn’t with 
him because she still was mak - 
I ing preparations for a break fast 
! ap pearance scheduled for them 
in the hotel. 
“It tak es a little longer, but 
1 she look s so much better than 
we do,’’ he said with a grin. 
After 
the break fast meeting, 
at which Kennedy praised the 
controversial TFX warplane to 
be built in Fort Worth, the Pres-

way 
through 
the 
appplauding 
crowds to the White House lim­ 
ousine from which the bubble 
top had been removed. 
The 
presidential 
motorcade 
wound 
through 
streets 
bank ed 
with citizens who cheered and 
clapped as the handsome young 
President and his beautiful wife 
rode 
by. 
The 
story 
was

same as it had been the day be­ 
fore in San Antonio and Hous­ 
ton. Texans lik ed the Kennedys 
and were showing it. 
When Air Force 1 landed at

minutes 
later, 
Mrs. 
Kennedy, 
wearing a fuchsia-colored suit, 
was presented with a bouquet of 
red roses. She joined the Presi­

Then the motorcade was off, 
heading 
for 
downtown 
Dallas. 
There

clearing a lane for the open car 
from w'hich the President and 
his w'ife were smiling and wav­ 
ing.

midday that it admired the man

Passag e o f time inev itably wo rked to 
so ften the tremendo us sho ck dealt the na­ 
tio n by the v io lent death o f J o hn J .

Histo ry , which nev er stands still, 
mo v ed o n at an ev en mo re rapid pace in 
196 4 , abso rbing o ur interest and o ur en­ 
erg ies. 
But no w it is the first anniv ersary o f 
that trag ic ev ent and despite o urselv es, we 
canno t help but reliv e the terrible ho urs o f 
No v . 22, 196 3, in all their ho rro r and 
heartbreak. 
We remember where we were and what 
we were do ing at the mo ment that we heard 
the unbeliev able news that an assassin’s 
bullet had struck do wn the natio n’s presi­ 
dent and erne o f the wo rld’s mo st impo r­ 
tant leaders. 
That is the o nly way mo st o f us can re­ 
late to such immense and histo ry -shaking 
ev ents. It is the way we will tell the sto ry 
to o urselv es and o ur children fo r many an­ 
niv ersaries to co me—where we were and 
what we were do ing o n that fateful day . 
There is mo re, much mo re, than that, 
ho wev er. Time has also enabled us to 
place so me perspectiv e o n this o nce v ibrant 
man, J o hn Kennedy , and what he sto o d fo r.

"What if they q u it?” I asked . "Wou ld n't we 
then hav e an organization that cou ld hand le the 
world withou t obstru ctionism?” 
“That’s been brou ght u p ,” said the cracker 
barrel p hilosopher. “Bu t they alway s mention the 
Leagu e of Nations, which d id n’t seem to get any ­ 
where with the United States ou t of it.” 
"So,” I said , “y ou can’t hav e the UN withou t 
the Ru ssians becau se it wou ld be a UN withou t 
tensions.” 
“That’s right, said the cracker barrel p hilos­ 
op her. “Bu t with the Sov iets in the UN, y ou can’t 
hold meetings, either.” 
"It’s a mare’s nest,” I said . 
“Any way ,” said the cracker barrel philosop her, 
“if they d id meet they might hav e to d iscu ss the 
m atter of Red China. That’s bou nd to come u p .” 
“I su ppose the Red Chinese are going to crash 
the UN, ’ I said . “The new British Labor gov ern­ 
ment wants them in. So d o the Ru ssians. How can 
we keep them ou t?” 
"Bu t the Ru ssians d on’t really want the Red 
Chinese in,” said the cracker barrel p hilosop her. 
“That wou ld mean a big sp okesman for the d issi­ 
d ent branch of international Marx ism. Now the 
d issid ents hav e to rely on Albania, which is more 
to Moscow’s liking.” 
"So the Sov iets won’t pay their bills, so there 
can’t be any meeting of the General Assembly , 
so the Red Chinese can’t get in, so Albania re­ 
mains the sp okesman for the d issid ents, so we 
can keep the UN going, so the world can be kep t 
at p eace withou t the UN ev er really meeting?” 
I asked . 
"That’s not the real q u estion.” said the cracker 
barrel philosop her. “The Ru ssians, of cou rse, can’t 
say that they d on’t want the Red Chinese in. They 
hav e to pose as the p rotectors of the Commu nist 
world against imp erialism. Bu t they are worried 
that if the Red Chinese w'ere to became UN mem­ 
bers, Mao Tse-tu ng might bring the problem of 
Sov iet imp erialism before the p arliament of the 
world . After all, the Czars in the Nineteenth Cen­ 
tu ry took a lot of real estate aw'ay from the Chi­ 
nese Manchu s.” 
"Well, wasn’t the UN formed so that bou nd ary 
problems pou ld be hand led p eacefu lly ?” I asked . 
" 4 Su re,” said the cracker barrel philosopher. 
“Bu t can y ou see the Sov iets p ay ing their share 
for a UN ex p ed ition to inner Asia to keep the 
p eace between the Red Ru ssian and the Red Chi­ 
nese armies?”

Brezh­ 
nev cou ld say it was necessary to 
bomb ou t West Germany ’s arms 
factories or De Gau lle’s nu clear 
p lants. So it cou ld go. W here 
wou ld it stop ?

Passage of time inevitably worked to 
soften the tremendous shock dealt the na­ 
tion by the violent death of John J. Ken­ 
nedy. History, which never stands still, 
moved on at an even more rapid pace in 
1964, absorbing our interest and our en­ 
ergies. 
But now it Is the first anniversary of 
that tragic event and despite ourselves, we 
cannot help but relive the terrible hours of 
Nov. 22, 1963, in all their horror and 
heartbreak. 
We remember where we were and what 
we were doing at the moment that we heard 
the unbelievable news that an assassin’s 
bullet had struck down the nation’s presi­ 
dent and one of the world's most impor­ 
tant leaders. 
That is the only way most of us can re­ 
late to such immense and history-shaking 
events. It is the way we will tell the story 
to ourselves and our children for many an­ 
niversaries to come—where we were and 
what we were doing on that fateful day. 
There is more, much more, than that, 
however. Time has also enabled us to 
place some perspective on this once vibrant 
man, John Kennedy, and what he stood for. 
His death was, in a very real sense, a per­ 
sonal loss for every one of us, whatever 
our politics, whatever our agreement or dis­ 
agreement with his policies and deeds may 
have been. For a president belongs to all 
the people, and the sudden removal of one 
in full career pierces us to the depths of 
our being. 
It causes us to think about things usually 
submerged beneath our private concerns: 
What kind of nation we have, what we want 
K to be, and what we as individual citizens, 
in our jobs and in our families, are morally 
obligated to do. 
No, history has not stood still since No­ 
vember 1963. The present has become no 
less ominous, the future no less challeng­ 
ing—or promising. Other events of global 
significance have taken place since then, 
even in recent days. Americans have once 
again exercised their precious right to 
choose a president. 
We, the people, divided ourselves into 
partisan campus in order to examine and 
debate the issues, to bring our govern­ 
ment to its regular accounting, to express 
our wishes by the ballot. 
Now we are united again to continue 
building a more perfect Union, a more per­ 
fect world. 
In setting about this never-ending task, 
we are refreshed and inspired by the mem­ 
ory of John F. Kennedy, as coming gen­ 
erations will be. 
“Let us begin,” he said at his inaugura­ 
tion. His words live.

ABOUND THE CRACKER BARREL AT THE UN 
My friend, the UN cracker barrel philosopher, 
was in one of his ironic moods. 
“Well,” he said, “the American election is over. 
Now the UN. which was supposed to meet in 
September, can get down to business. Lyndon 
Johnson gave the word that it could start crank­ 
ing up on November IO. Only now it seems that 
there is another postponement. It can't meet until 
December I. It s the m atter of those Soviet pay­ 
ments for the Congo and the Near East peace­ 
keeping expeditions. The Russians ar$ now more 
than two years in arrears, and if they don’t come 
across with six million bucks to take care of the 
part of their debt that is more than two years 
old they can be deprived of their vote in the Gen­ 
eral Assembly. Nobody really wants to embarrass 
the Russians by telling them they can’t vote, so 
the UN can't meet at all.” 
"I thought we were going to insist on their 
paying.” I said. 
Well, we are,” said the cracker barrel philos­ 
opher. "Only we don’t want to offend the repre­ 
sentatives of the little countries, who are scared 
to death the Soviets might quit the UN." 
"What if they quit?” I asked. "Wouldn’t we 
then have an organization that could handle the 
world without obstructionism?” 
"That’s been brought up," said the cracker 
barrel philosopher. "But they always mention the 
League of Nations, which didn’t seem to get any­ 
where with the United States out of it.” 
So,” I said, "you can’t have the UN without 
the Russians because it w’ould be a UN without 
tensions.” 
"That’s right, said the cracker burrel philos­ 
opher. "But with the Soviets in the UN, you can’t 
hold meetings, either.” 
"It s a mare’s nest,” I said. 
"Anyway," said the cracker barrel philosopher, 
if they did meet they might have to discuss the 
m atter of Red China. T hat’s bound to come up.” 
“I suppose the Red Chinese are going to crash 
the UN,” I said. 'T he new British Labor govern­ 
ment w^ants them in. So do the Russians. How can 
we keep them out?" 
“But the Russians don’t really want the Red 
Chinese in,” said the cracker barrel philosopher. 
"That would mean a big spokesman for the dissi­ 
dent branch of international Marxism. Now the 
dissidents have to rely on Albania, which is more 
to Moscow’s liking.” 
So the Soviets won t pay their bills, so there 
can’t be any meeting of the General Assembly, 
so the Red Chinese can't get in. so Albania re­ 
mains the spokesman for the dissidents, so w-e 
can keep the UN going. so the world can be kept 
at peace without the UN ever really meeting?" 
asked. 
'T h a t’s not the real question," said the cracker 
barrel philosopher. "The Russians, of course, can’t 
say that they don’t want the Red Chinese in They 
liave to pose as the protectors of the Communist 
w’orld against imperialism. But they are worried 
that if the Red Chinese were to beom e UN mem­ 
bers, Mao Tse-tung might bring the problem of 
Soviet imperialism before the parliament of the 
world. After all, the Czars in the Nineteenth Cen­ 
tury took a lot of real estate away from the Chi­ 
nese Manchus.” 
Well, wasn’t the UN formed so that boundary 
problems ©suld be handled peacefully?” I asked. 
"Sure,” said the cracker barrel philosopher. 
But can you see the .Soviets paying their share 
for a UN expedition to inner Asia to keep the 
peace between the Red Russian and the Red Chi­ 
nese armies?” 
‘We could always throw them out for arrears.” 
I said. ‘And the Red Chinese, too. But where does 
Lyndon Johnson stand on all this?” 
Lyndon, ’ said the cracker barrel philosopher, 
met Chiang Kai-shek in Formosa, arid was very 
much taken with him. He can’t really want to 
see the Red Chinese In the UN.” 
"So LBJ can’t really cane whether the UN 
meets or not?” I asked. 
' Don’t say that.” said the cracker barrel philos­ 
opher.

TESTING THE BOOMS 
The sonic boom tests conducted at Okla­ 
homa City over a period of several months 
did not provide the last word on this annoy­ 
ing accompaniment of jet flight at faster 
than sound.

We 
are greatly worried about this girl’s influence on 
Marcia. 
She is older and a child of divorce who 
has spent much of her life in boarding schools. 
NY hen she was here she drank too much and 
talked about men in a way that made It clear 
she s had a good deal of sexual experience. 
We 
could see the change she’s made in Marcia who 
treated her father and me like two old fogies... 
ANSWER: You mean that she showed 
scorn for your opinions, don’t you? 
Did you 
insist on their absolute rightness during her 
childhood? 
Because adolescent children do heap scorn on 
us if we have claimed absolute rightness for our 
opinions during their childhoods. 
As they dis­ 
cover they can’t apply all our judgments to their 
problems, we become as totally unreliable as we 
were once totally reliable. 
They obey us by re­ 
fusing an important boy sexual intimacy and lose 
him. 
They make friends with a girl whoso par­ 
ents share our religious views and the girl says, 
“I’m an atheist, myself.” They express our politi­ 
cal convictions in a dormitory argument and get 
treated as half-wits. 
The awful possibility that 
our opinions lack the absolute rightness we’ve 
claimed for them dawns on them and they turn 
upon us as "old fogies” without the sense to come 
in out of the rain. 
In my opinion there is no answer but time. 
Your Marcia’s roommate hasn’t got all the right 
answers either. 
But time has to reveal this fact 
to Marcia. 
Time, not you, has to expose her 
roommate as the betuddled child she is. Time is 
what will undermine her influence as Marcia 
notes the effect of too many hangovers on her 
school work, her sexual failures, the problems she 
creates for herself with her teachers. 
As her 
roommate’s judgments are shown up to be in­ 
sufficient too, Marcia will remember yours and 
some of them, with luck, will become reliable 
again. 
We have to wait nine months for a baby to 
be born. 
It’s an uncomfortable nine months. But there 
was no answer to our discomfort but time, was 
there? 
That holds true for the discomfort we 
experience as our adolescent children struggle to 
grow into views of their own. 
It is painful to 
be disregarded. 
But disregarding you was what 
Marcia did when she was born as your baby. 
If 
we can remember that, her scorn becomes part 
of the process of birth and we can endure it.

"There are alw ays a dozen or so people around Dealey Plaza,” 
a policeman said. "Children stand by the flowers and their parents 
take pictures. They walk across the street to the depository and 
stand by the door. They point to the window where Oswald was. 
Nobody says much.” 
D allas w as wounded when John Kennedy w as murdered and, 
a year later, tine wound has yet to heal. 
There’s talk about placing a memorial here somewhere,” a 
D allas newspaperm an said, "but I don’t think m any people want 
it. They’re trying to forget — and they can’t. A m emorial would 
only m ake it more difficult.” 


Nothing has changed around Dealey Plaza, a triangular strip 


of grass which inclines downward toward Elm Street, where the 
President w as assassinated. And, in Dallas, where new buildings 
sprout quickly, this is unusual. 


N ew spaper stories or films can’t show distance. But the visitor 
< §>sees the triple underpass ju st a few feet from where John Kennedy 
w as shot. Had his limousine been under the railroad bridge when 
the shots were fired, Novem ber 22 would have been a sensational, 
but not tragic day.

A 
man, standing in the doorway of the Texas School Book Depository 
to escape the rain, ceaselessly snap* picture*. 
It is November in Dallas. 
A year ago on November 22, Main and Elm and Houston street* 
were bathed in sunlight, lined with people straining to catch a 
glimpse of the motorcade which wa* to take the President of the 
United States to the Dallas Trade Mart.
